tees to return the same with her thanks 
to the respective donors."

they had no right to pay this money 
directly to Mrs. Cody at this time, and 
checks for the amounts of the gifts were 
returned to the donors yesterday after- 
noon.

eteam and water poured into the cabin 
and sections of the woodwork of the 
boat were torn away hj the force of the 
explosion. 
Those of the passengers 


who were not injured by the scalding 
steam and boiling witter were struck 
by the flying portions of the splintered 
cabin. 
Legs and arms were broken 


and faces and bodies were parboiled. 
The screams of the injured could be 
heard on shore and the cries of those 
who leaped and were blown iutm the 
river wore heartrending. 


Fortunately the water was not more 


than four feet deep, and rn;»uy of the 
victims of >ttie disaster were able to 
wade ashore. 
Some, however, who 


were too seriously injured to help thwu- 
selves were rescued by members of 
boat clubs. 
The captain aud crew of 


the bpat rendered all the assistance 
possible to the injured, and Captain 
Worrell was the last man to leave the 
boat. 
All of the seriously injured were 


hastily conveyed to the hospital at the 
house of correction 
at Holmesburg, 


about three miles below Torresdale. 


Word was sec± to Philadelphia for the 


police boats and the emergency corps 
of doctors. 
The two police boats ren- 


dered effective service in extinguishing 
the flames, and !n caring for the in- 
jured. 
The physicians and surgeons 


of the emergency corps assisted in re- 
lieving the suffering of the injured. 


None of the injured was able to give 


an intelligent account of the disaster. 
Chief Engineer Murphy reported to the 
officials that the boiler which exploded 
carried only 150 pounds of steam. Mur- 
phy, along with an oiler named Brysbn, 
had just left the boiler room when the 
explosion occurred, and both are posi- 
tive that the boiler did not carry the 
limit of steam allowed by law. 


Late last night, Horace Wilson, vice 


president and manager of the AVilming- 
ton Steamboat company, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 


"As near as we can ascertain at this 


time, the accident to the steamer City 
of Trenton was dne to the explosion of 
her port boiler, setting fire to the ves- 
sel. 
The surviving engineer reported 


ample water in the boiler'within two 
minutes prior to the explosion.

what caused the explosion we are un- 
able to determine at this time." 


The steamboat Oity of Trenton was 


launched last March. 
She was built 


to ply between Philadelphia and Tren- 
ton, and was designed for speed in shal- 
low waters between these points, her 
draught of less than five feet permitting 
her to run at top speed on low tide. She 
was 162 fpet long, and 32 feet beam.

Editor of the Transcript:— 


"To see ourselves as others see us," 


wrote the poet. 
Perhaps many 
a 


stranger visits your town, but I won- 
der if any ever leave their candid im- 
pressions for the sake of bettering the 
condition of things? YOU have environ 
ments unrivalled but you have a god- 
less throng for inhabitants. I have 
visited many places in my life but 
never a 
place where 
vie® is so 


flagrantly 
displayed. 
Over twenty 


saloons I counted and as for dissolute 
characters, armies of them marching 
the streets in fall moonlight, accosting 
and insulting e\-ery man they meet 
with their invitations and suggestions. 
New York city cannot compare with 
North Adams in open vice and godless 
ness. Nor are the churches touching 
the situation nor even legitimately 
attempting to do so. I went into one 
of my o\vn faith and order Tuesday 
evening. 
It was a young people's 


meeting; I might have been a poor 
wandering sinner seeking the better 
way for all they knew or cared, instead 
of a minister of the gospel seeking 
lessons for his own heart and for his 
people. Christ was never mentioned, 
no opportunity was hinted at for a lost 
soul to find light and life, nor did a 
single soul offer to speak to me. An 
officOr of the church was approached 
for Information and he coldly said he 
could be of no service in the matterand 
neither gave handshake nor welcome, 
neither did he enquire of the stranger. 
It was all a matter of testing on my 
part that I might teach my people 
mora of the grace of hospitality and 
service. But this is not an isolated 
case. I have just visited 20 cities in 
like manner and had a uniform ex- 
perience, where I macle no advances. 
Suppose I had been a sinner seeking 
the way? I trust every minister and 
church worker may see this and may 
take note of the situation. From a 
reference in the meeting above re- 
ferred to a revival effort is contem- 
plated here soon. Revival in the true 
sense means a quickening of life that 
is slumbering. Let the churches take 
warning or begin with themselves their 
own people and then seek the lost with 
hearts full of zeal and fire. The mul- 
titudes of North Adams are your re- 
sponsibility. Save them.

Jolting motion, and the train was with 
In a short distance brought to a com- 
plete stop.

A Feature 1V111 Be <*« EUborato 


Decoration*. 


No fi'Siui* of the Yaie bicentennial 


has been ( crkcd out with more detail 
by the L-osumittee than that of decora- 
tions. Blue and orange will be the col- 
ors used most extensively, says a New 
Haven dispatch to the New York Sun, 
blue of course predominating. 
The 


shade of blue used will be a trifle light- 
er than the genuine Yale blue, which Is 
too dark for decorative purposes. 


The general design for tbe decoration 


of the Yale buildings was furnished to 
tbe committee by Lewis C. Tiffany of 
New York. Every window will float a 
Yale blue flag of the swallowtail type,, 
The lines of the main buildings will be 
brought out by rows of electric lights 
In orange colored globes. Large shields 
of the bicentennial design and banks 
and wnaths of evergreens will be 
used, with other emblems such as may 
be appropriate to the history of each of 
the buildings. 


From Osborn hall on the south to 


Battell chapel on the north, along the 
front of the campus, will be stretched 
a line of Venetian umets, each bearing 
a Yale streamer. The crosspieces will 
be festooned with evergreen, and or- 
ange globed lights will be suspended 
from them. The front decorations will 
give tbe general effect of festoons hung 
from Phelps hall, which will be the 
main entrance to *he campus during 
tho bicentennial, to Osboru hall on the 
Bouth and Battell chapel on the north. 
Seven hundred electric lights will out- 
line the gateway. The union jack (45 
stars on a blue field) will surmount tbe 
battlements of the building. Across its 
front will be stretched a bicentennial 
shield 8 by 12 fe^t, its framework vari- 
ously decorated with flags and stream- 
ers. 


Two long rows of electric buibs in- 


closed in lanterns will be hung from 
the top of Vauderbilt hall to the middle 
of Tanderbilt yard. Sheffield hall will 
be the most elaborately decorated of 
any of the Scientific school buildings. 
On the college gymnasium and Hendrie 
hall, the Law school building, the deco- 
rations will be centered in the shields 
on the fronts. Rows of Japanese lan- 
terns imported from Paris which look 
like great oranges will illuminate Col- 
lege street.

Berkshire Company to Run Cars at Rate 


of From 10 to 25 Miles an Hour 


E. S. Breed of Norwich, 
Conn, the 


street railway specialist, who is mak- 
ing: out the timetables and drawing 
the plans for the 'turnouts in the line 
through the county for the Berkshire 
street railway company said yesterday 
*hat the cars would be run the fastest 
of any street car line in New Eng- 
land. According to the schedule the 
cars will have to maintain a rate of 
nearly 20 miles an hour thrtouehout 
the run from Cheshire t'> Great Bar- 
lington. 
The 
distance between the 


two places is 40 miles by the route 
chosen by the street railway people 
and Mr. Breed proposes to have every 
car make it in at least two and one- 
half hours,,, while President Gillett 
hopes to bare the time table reduced 
to two hours. TO conform to the time 
Table that Mr. Breed has arranged the 
cars will have to go at the rate of 10 
miles an hfcur in *he principal streets 
where most of the passengers will be 
taken on; 20 miles an hour out on the 
country r^ads cLn(i 25 miles pgr uGnr 
over the private lands. 
According to 


the statement of Mr Breed there is 
tonly 
one road In New England that 


keeps up the speed of 25 miles an hour 
for any considerable distance and that 
is the road between Eevere and East 
Lynn 
where for a distance of five 


miles the trolleys run at that rate. 


Mr.. Breed has found it a difficult 


matter 
to make out a schedule that 


can be fol'owed summer and winter at' 
tuch speed, but the conditions are fa- 
vorable, 
as the maximum grade on 


the line is 6 per cent and there are no 
sharp curves.

back -itti a-powerful stroke.

ward he; used the breast stroke and 
then alternated iriib the two styles.

Lights were then flashed over the 
water, and the party accompanying 
him searched anxiously until he was 
seen.

GOLD IN SOUTH AMERICA. 


Traveler From Golombln Snr* Money 


I* to Be Made Tbere. 


James Weils of Chicago, who two 


years ago- spent, considerable time in 
the Interior of-Csriombla, South Ameri- 
ca, In referring t« the troubled condi- 
tions in. CotWTjttna said to a New York 
Tribune reporter: "It ocurs to me that 
things are getting In shape pretty fast 
down there for the people of this coun- 
try to make lots of money. Those fel- 
lows lite to kill each other off, and 
doubtless (hey will keep at each other's 
throats for two or throe years, until the 
bad blood is mostly spilled. Then, when 
tliey get so poor that they can't fight 
any longer, they'll quit. Three months 
after tblnja are quieted down a man 
ran go down there with $3,000 and buy 
a cocoa plantation or gold claims that 
are worth $100,000. In one of my trips 
Into the interior I came across a native 
with a primitive hand washer, or bowl, 
just as he began, operations. He waded 
out into the stream, and at the end of 
80 minutes with his little dish he had 
washed out gold dust to the value pf 
$1.30. A white man couldn't stand the 
fever where this particular native was 
at work, but the incident demonstrated 
to me clearly enough that the country 
down there is rich with gold."

STORIES OF SPORT LEWIS. 


Incidents IB the Career of m Backer 


of Prizefighters. 


The late Warren H. Lewis, sporting 


man and backer of prizefighters, was 
a railroad engineer by trade, and a 
good one, says the New York World. 
He was born in Ithaca, N. Y., In Octo- 
ber, 1845. When the civil war was on, 
though a boy. he had charge of an en- 
gine on the Lehign Talley road. He 
quit railroading and went to the front 
with the Fifth New York Heavy artil- 
lery. His left arm was broken In bat- 
tle and he had to quit the service, being 
honorably discharged. 
For years he 


belonged to Farnham post, G. A. B. He 
drew a pension. 


The arm that was broken in the -war 


was not set properly. It was crooked. 


"That arm," said Monte Lewis, his 


eon, "fooled a lot of men handy with 
their fists. Pop could bit an awful 
blow with it even if it were crooked. 
The bend in it fooled people. 
They 


thought it wouldn't land because It was 
crooked, and didn't even aodge. But 
It would land; and land hard." 


Lewis bad made a good deal of 


money in his day and, according to the 
Lewis family, the fortunes of Warren 
began to wane when be linked himself 
with Jim Corbett- How he happened 
to do this was told for the first time 
the other day. 


"Pop was out drinking with Jack 


McAuliffe," said Monte/ "and they met 
Al Smith In the Gilsey House. Al told 
pop that Fitz bad put up S2.500 for a 
fight with Corbett; that Corbett was 
strapped and didn't have a backer. 
Pop had been drinking, and said he 
•would put up the money. Somebody 
told the newspaper reporters that same 
night that pop would back Corbett, 
and it was printed the next morning. 
He backed Corbett, bet on him, took 
a private car for himself and friends 
to Carson City, lived in it for days, 
mid in all lo<st about $10,000." 
i 


Lewis never broke his word with i 


prizefighters. 
He offered a $2,500 


purse'for a fight between Peter Maher 
and Steve O'Donuell on the afternoon 
of Christmas, Ifi97. This was the i 
greatest frost in the history of New 
York prizefighting, the bouse being 
practically empty. 


"Just before the fight was to begin," 


•aid Monte, "I went to pop and told 
him to call it off and refund the money 
to those who had paid. He refused, 
saying: Til have this fight for myself. 
I'll pay the $2.500 and sit in a box and 
watch it. Let all Coney Island come In 
free and see the sport' " 


That fight lasted less than a minute.! 


The only complaint Lewis made was a 
half Joking one to Peter Maher, saying: 


"Peter. I told you not to hit that fel- 


low hard at first, as I waited to get

EDUCATION OF FILIPINOS 


Problems Confronting the Estab- 
lishment of American Schools. 


HAIP WOK FOB HEW TEAOHEB8. 


A NOVEL EXPERIMENT. 


Effect of Food Cpom Children to Be 


Studied. 


Children of wealthy parents are to be 


the subjects of food experiments by 
scientists in a splendidly equipped 
home known as the Chicago Hospital 
School For Nervous and Delicate Chil- 
dren, says a Chicago dispatch to the 
New York Times. Only the well to do 
can afford to send their children to tho 
school. 


The home can accommodate only 15 


children and bit more application! 
than It can fill at the present time. An 
annex is to be established soon, and 
the effects of food on the brain and 
body are to be studied under the direc- 
tion of Dr. John M. Dodson when he 
returns to ChJcage from Boston, where 
he is understood to be conducting fur- 
ther researches in the subject. 


All conventional ideas of-a school are 


to be disregarded nt the hospital school. 
There will be no desks, and nothing to 
suggest an institution will be allowed. 
The Idea of working out such a prob- 
lem originated with Dr. John M. Dod- 
ion, dean of Hush Medical college. The 
bospltal school is affiliated wttb Bush 
college.

The distribution of the new teachers 


'to their stations lias caused a keen 
realization of the tremendous problems 
confronting the establishment of Amer- 
ican schools In these Islands, writes 
the Manila correspondent of the New 
York Pout 


To realize the peculiar difficulties la 


educating the little Filipinos It Is nec- 
essary to sweep from the mind every 
'American idea of schools, of convey- 
ance, of communication and of lan- 
guage. Then imagine an area as long 
as from Maine to Florida, as broad as 
^rom Bogtott to Chicago! Over thia ex- 
,panse are scattered ICO Inhabited is- 
lands, with over 1,000 smaller ones. 
,Thero la but one railroad In the whole 
archipelago, and that a poor third rate 
line from Manila to Dagupnn, a dis- 
tance as far us from Washington to 
Philadelphia. The remainder of the 
islands bttv» no railroad, no public con- 
veyance like stagecoaches, no express 
.companies and very few wagon roads. 
,The great majority of travel is over 
'trails which lead here and there from 
.village to village, often over steep 
mountains and through large streams. 
[ The Spanish idea of education con- 
sisted ia aa ability to read the prayers 
of the church, write a little and figure 
still less. The schools had been con- 
ducted as branches of the church, and 
jthe whole idea was to prevent the na- 
tives, except a selected few, from galn- 
jing any adequate education. 
There 


[was consequently no basis on which to 
'build, no organization, no uniformity 
[in anything. 
¥ This in merest outline was the condi- 
tion of affairs when Dr. Atkinson took 
•,np the tas£ of providing nn American 
BChopl system. He began work with 
'but a single clerk and an interpreter, 
with half a dozen American teachers 
for work iu the city of Manila and 
such meager information as was ob- 
tainable a year ago about school af- 
>fairs In this unknown country. 
1 The preliminary work was like the 
[hacking of a passage through a tan- 
gled tropical Jungle. A few books and 
.supplies were sent to military posts 
for distribution, and detailed soldiers 
gathered a few children together and 
[taught them as best they could. Vil- 
ilages were encouraged to supply native 
(teachers and start schools. Then some 
of the volunteer soldiers who preferred 
to remain awhile on the islands were 
examined and appointed for the first 
rough pioneer work, together with a 
few wives of army officers. Thus the 
work proceeded, being systematized 
and improved week by week, so that 
at the beginning of June over 100 teach- 
ers were scattered singly through the 
length and breadth of the archipelago, 
and 60 more in the city of Manila were 
teaching English and exercising Influ- 
ence over probably 2,000 schools. 


The question of textbooks was a puz- 


zling one. 
Obviously instruction by 


Americans could not proceed along the 
lines of uuuve ui«Jects, and Spanish 
was almost as objectionable. The 
familiar American primers are not 
quite suitable, as tbe faiaillar objects 
of American or European childhood are 
lacking here, and the fruits arc entire- 
ly different. School buildings as sen- 
arate structures ere rarely seen, clnss*=r. 
being held in some room of a private 
house rented for the purpose. 
Ev<r:. 


the roughest of benches are scarce, an.'! 
thousands of native children squat on 
the floor. 


The educational act was passed in 


January, and then the work began in 
earnest. Hundreds of tons of csirefully 
selected textbooks and school supplier 
were ordered in February, many orders 
being cabled, and as an example of the 
'disadvantages under which the work 
must be done it may be stated that less 
than half have yet arrived In Manila. 


No women teachers will be sent to 


ungarrisoned towns and only to such 
places as already have some American 
women, wives of officers or civilian*!. 
To a few exceptionally good towns 
they will be sent in twos. The great 
advantage of having husband and wife 
(who are both trained teachers Is keen- 
ly realized. Of the 800 appointed only 
one-fifth were women, but the arrivals 
thus far have been evenly divided. 


Many curious things happen In school 


.work here. From one place comes the 
complaint that the benches have been 
removed from the schoolroom and used 
tin a saloon run by a friend of the na- 
tive teacber. Questions as to the duties 
find authority of native and American 
.teachers in the absence of definite law 
cause much perplexity. In one of the 
'Manila scbools a native woman teach- 
er, proving unsatisfactory, was dis- 
charged. The scb iolroom is located on 
the upper floor of a private house, and 
JT. sister of tbe discharged teacber occu- 
pies rooms on the ground floor. The 
American teacber wondered at the 
email attendance until It was discover- 
ed that the sister was chasing the pu- 
plli away that they might attend a ri- 
val school just across the way which 
had been organized by the discharged 
teacber is a church school. 


Tbe Innumerable fiestas, general and 


local, cause much annoyance. 
One 


teacher reported; "Fiesta of the village 
saint Wicked to attend school on fiesta 
day. So all the children attended the 
cockfight Instead." The appearance of 
a cloud of grasshopper* caused the 
sanw children to bolt out of school, for 
•an dried grasshopper, with a little 
•ugar dried in. Is a great delicacy.

NEW YORK CENTRAL METHODS 


BEING GRADUALLY ADOPTED 


In Operation ol Boston & Albany. A 


Train Dispatcher's Department 


to Be Added 


New Torlj Central methods of oper- 


ation are gradually taking the place 
of the ones which have been in effect 
on the Boston 
& Albany, 
without 


change, for so many years, the latest 
improvement decided on being the es- 
tablishment of a train despatches' 
department. 
. The Boston &A'bany has been one 
of the few roads In the country to be 
operated without this department, the 
running of trains having in the past 
been largely in the hands of the agents 
of the different stations along the line. 


Vice President Van Etten, the New 


York Centra] man who has recently 
taken up the reins ,was not very long 
in his position before he deckled that 
the Boston & Albany must get into 
line in this respect, and it will not be 
many days before a dispatchers' de- 
partment will be one of the recognized 
adjuncts of the road. 


Offices will probably be establishes 


at the different divisional points, in- 
cluding Boston, 
Springfield and Al- 


bany, and Supt. J. B. Stewart of the 
Pennsylvania division 
of 
tho 
New 


York Central will have charge of the 
outfit, with headquarters at the south 
station in Boston, 


This is a kind of work that reaui-vs 


ability of a rare description, and it is 
a fay:ng in railroad circles that a 
jfoo'l train dispatcher 
:s 
bJi'n. t ft 


r>ad.\ There being no one in tli* 8">cs- 
ton & Albany's employ fitted by ex- 
perience for this important work, it 
was necessary to go outside for the 
right official. 


One of the nyw managemsrit's in- 


tentions is that all trains on the Bos- 
ton & Albany system shall run on time 
a/s far as the B. & A. itself is con- 
cerned, and, while there was consider- 
able lax'ty In this respect a few weeks 
ago, the situation has materially im- 
proved of late. 


Of course the lateness of incoming 


trains, by reason of the djlatoriness of 
connecting trams from the west at Al- 
bany, is something that the B. &. A. 
people themselves 
cannot 
properly 


be held responsible for, and during the 
fall rush to and from the Pan-Ameri- 
can exposition late through trains are 
bound to be the rule, rather than the 
exception. 


The passenger pars 
f the road and 


th<= lettering thereon are being made 
to conform in color and text with the 
New York Central cars, and at the 
same time the management is having 
in mind various local 
improvements 


at different points, designed to econo- 
mize both time and money in opera- 
tion.

An important order has just 
been 


ifsuca that makes a radical change in 
the system of making up time in case 
of delay that has long been in use on 
the road. 
The order la in line with 


the apnarent policy of the new^man- 
agemcnt. 1o make faster time on the 
load. 
The new order provides that 


delayed trains may make the run be- 
tween Bo&ton and Worcester in not 
less than 55 minutes; between 
Wor- 


cester and Springfield in not less than 
one hour and five mm ites; between 
Springfield and Pittsfielu in not less 
•han one hour and twenty minutes, 
and between Pittsfield and Rfnsselaer 
in not less than one hour and ten min- 
t*es. ' The speed 
between 
Charlton 


and Worcester, 
Charlton 
and East 


Brookfield, and Hinsdale and North 
Adams Ju.iv.tion Is not to exceed 45 
miles an hour, and between Chester 
and Washington 40 miles an 
hour. 


These ord(.rg are to apply to passen- 
ger trains going in either direction. 
The rule that has long been in force 
on the Boston and A'Mny was to the 
effect that engineers could make up 
five minutes on a division, or 20 min- 
utes 
between 
Boston 
and 
Albany. 


Under the new orders the engineers 
can make up much more time. Even 
the very fastest express trains under 
the new orders could make UD about 45

LOCAL BAWfiEDEEM STAMPS 


For Their Customers and Save Them 


Delay and Bother 


The redemption of revenue stamps, 


which is causing- botheration in some 
of the cities, is making no trouble 
here, where the banks have redeemed 
them for their patrons as fast as they 
have been brught in. The banks have 
to wait for some time to get their 
money back, but they have not asked 
their patrons to wait, and this ac- 
commodation is one that should be ap- 
preciated, 
as it is one that has 


not been enjoyed in all places. Cash- 
ier Butler of the Berkshire National 
bank saiJ that the bank would Ionic 
to the imprinters, who were authorized 
by the government to print stamped 
checks, for its money, which will come 
back all right in due time, and the 
imprinters will look to the government 
to make them whole. 


The banks here and in many other 


places will not ask to have 
their 


stamps redeemed now, as the check 
books are worth more than the stamps 
but it is probable that the government 
will redeem the 
stamps 
after 
the 


books have been used; if not it will 
be ahead to the amount of the stamps. 
The books he'd by patrons are fur- 
nished by the banks, and so all who 
noid them have to do is to get back 
the cost of the stamps, whicn In tWs 
cily has been done, without difficulty 
or question. 


In some of the Urge ciies, where 


the bauks have not been so accommo- 
dating- as here, larg-e corporations are 
complaining- about the red lape that 
has held their check books so long 
and caused much trouble by the break 
ing of the continuity of the check num 
bers.

derided in the polir-e court at Spring- 
fiel'd tomorrow, when the case of Al- 
bert P. Casey, charged with shooting 
two on his grounds in Union street, 
comeg UP for trial. 


Mr. Casey admitted that the squir- 


rels were killed, but claimed that their 
fate was only the retribution 
that 


came to them as evil-doers and des- 
poilers of his pear trees and grape 
vines. He, therefore, pleader! not guil- 
ty through his counsel, C L. Young-. 
The comple.l.it in the case was sworn 
out by Deputy Game Warden Wheel- 
er, who had previously 
investigated 


the complaints of people living near 
Mr. Casey as to the killing of the an- 
iiTi'tls. 
The complaint charges thnt 


one was killed in July and anoFRer 
this month. 
Mr. Casey claims that 


the squirrels were making havoc with 
some choice pears he had on his trees, 
and also plundered his grape arbor. 
In order to stop these depredations 
he shot the squirrels. There are a num 
ber of thes,e squirrels in the v'cinty of 
upper Union street, at Ingersoll grove 
and also on Round hill, and many of 
them have become very tame.

Being Sent Out by the Republican State 


Committee 


The republican state committee is 


sending out the call for the different 
conventions to be held by the party 
this year before the state election. The 
call for the state convention opens 
with the- words. 


"The republicans of Massachusetts 


are requested to send delegates to a 
state convention," thereby neglecting 
the invitation which is sometimes ex- 
tended to others who might come and 
who used to be included by the words 
"and all others who intend to support 
the candidate of the republican party." 
The probability is that the caucuses 
must now be so strictly managed that 
the managers will not venture to let 
every one who expects to vote the 
party ticket take part in the caucuses 
though they will be gUid to get all of 
their votes. The call specifies the usu?' 
details of meeting at 10 o'clock in turf 
Boston theater, Friday, October 4, to 
nominate candidates for the six places 
on the ticket and says thai^ each town 
and ward of a city is entitled to one 
delegate for the first 75 votes for gov- 
ernor (not for president) in 1900, and 
one additional for each 150 additional 
votes cast, or majority fraction there- 
of, but each town and ward shall have 
at Joast one delegate. Admission will 
be only by, the credential card. 


The call for the caucuses for Sep- 


tember 25, Wednesday, specifies that 
they are to meet "for the purpose of 
choosing candidates for the general 
court, and delegates to the republican 
state, councilor, county, district a.t- 
torney, senatorial and representative 
conventions of 1901." 
The basis of 


delegates is the same all around as it 
is for the state convention, except that 
"the apportionment for representative 
conventions is one delegate for every 
50 votes cast for the republican can- 
didate for governor of Massachusetts 
in 1900 in each ward of a city and in 
each town, or a fractional part as 
large as 25 votes so cast." 


De-tailed instructions are given to 


the chairman of the caucus. One sen- 
tence is this: "The only change in the 
law this year which affects ail of the 
cities and towns In the state Is that all 
of tho caucuses must be he'd on ths 
same day, Wednesday, September 25, 
including those 
for 
representatives, 


and no caucug held on any other day 
will be legal." Careful instructions are 
given regarding the calling of the cau- 
cus, and a moclol form of caucus call 
has been printed to send to chairmen, 
a thing which has never been done be- 
fore, on account of the many provi- 
sions of the law and the habit of chair- 
men hitherto of writing frequently for 
instructions
